The select 
party rtetive helds a meetiny every morning at 8:00 in the 
office of Staimer: decisions sre then communicated to the 
chiefs of division and the memhers of the enlarged narty active. 
However, since in most cases the imyortant funetional officials 
are nemherse of the narty esetive, the narsallel chains o* 
commanr are not alwave dichivet.

tathin the sections, there sre a number of so-called 10-man 
erouns, the number of which varies with the size of the 
sections. The sections have to meet at least once weekly. 

Anee every month there is a meetin? of the whole factory 

group. The nersonnel referents sre recnonsible to cnforce 

the attendance at these meetin7zs of all members. Records of 
attendance are kent, and non-apnearance must be fully justified. 
The factory groun keens a master in*ex on all SED members 
(toray, in effect, all members of the Brendenbure nolice) 

whieh tell at a glance the extent and effectiveness of the 
individual's volitical ectivitv. This is of great imnortance 

to the individual, since no vromotions are nossible without 
factory groun endorsement which denends exclusively on 
fnolitical reliability’. 


P. Personnel Penartment (Abtellung tp) In accordance with the 
Enet Zone practice, the personnel denartment of the Brandenburg 
police is not merely an office “or nersonnel administration 
and allied matters, but is an office of considerable nolitical 
imnortanee and significance. Supplementitie Section K-95 of the 
Criminal Police is the Personnel “enartment's own active 
nolitical surveillance organization (Section P-5), charged 
rrimavily with seenritv resnonsibilities for nolice nersonnel. 
Tre nreferential nosition of the Personnel Tenartment within 
the volice stricture is also demonstrated by the fact that 
membere of the frenuent investigzatin7, control, and examining 
commissions cre inveriably selected from amone the merhers of 
the Personnel Department. Following is the organizational 
breakfowm of the Personnel Department:
